The Extradition Treaty. 

A fooling is growing in England, 
Franco and Araorica, in favor of 
the total abolition of tho Extradition 
Troaty, by which fugitive- criminals 
may bo arrested in a country foreign 
to that in which thoy may havo com- 
mitted crimes, and returned to tho 
Bcono of tlioir misconduct for trial 
and puniahmont. This fooling has 
boon increasod by a rccont caso in 
Canada. A banker or financial agont, 
in ono of tho French provincial towns, 
ombozzlod Govornmont lunds, amount- 
ing to sovoral hundred thousand 
pounds, and flod with his booty to 
England, and subsequently to Now 
York. To tho latter city ho was 
tracked by French dotoctivos, and 
arrostod by an American officer, from 
whoso custody ho contrived to escape 
boforo tho quostion whether ho could 
bo legally dclivored up under tho Ex- 
tradition Troaty had boou arguod. 
Tho fugitivo uoxt sought rofugo in 
Canada, and was again arrostod in 
Montreal, where ho was taken boforo 
a Magistrate, who gavo an order for 
his surrondor to the French Govern* 
ment. This ordor was countorsignod 
by tho Covornor-Gonoral of tho 
Colony, and in it few hours' time tho 
culprit was en route to Franco. Ac- 
cording to Fronoh law, tho fugitivo 
had boon guilty ot larcony. Accord- 
ing to English law, ho had been guilty 
of orabczzlomont — and ombezzlomont 
is not ono ot tho oftoncos namod in 
tho Extradition Troaty with Franco. 
Tho Canadian Governor and Magis- 
trate were, thcroforo. wrong in 
ordering bis rendition upon tho 
construction thai tho French law 
places upon tho olfonco. A fow 
months ago a Confodcrato officer, who 
had been guilty of piracy on tho high 
seas, was arrostod in Nova Scotia, and 
his extradition was domandod by tho 
United Slates Govornmont. But 
piracy is not ono of tho crimes enu- 
merated in the Extradition Troaty 
with tho Unitod States, and tho of* 
fonder was sot at liborty j and but lor 
tho forlunato circumstanco that ho 
was afterwards silly onough to ven. 
turo upon American territory, where 
be was at once seized, tho question 
might havo oaused no ond of trouble 
botween tho Cabinets of London and 
Washington. Tho Extradition Treaty- 
was arranged by tho Aberdeen Minis- 
try in 18-14, and has since romainod in 
full forco. Tho operation of tho 
Treaty has, howevor, been frequently 
fraught with evil consequences, bo- 
causo tho character ot tho offences 
must bo decided by tho administrators 
of tho law, and when thoso adminis- 
trators make a mistake, reparation or 
remedy is out ol tho question, because 
tho man is quickly placed beyond tho 
reach of tho habeas corpus. Is it pos- 
sible to framo any agreement with 
States whoso laws placo construc- 
tions upon offences so widely different 
from tho interpretation placod upon 
thorn by tho laws of Great Britain. 
The Fronoh officers say that tho man 
recently delivorod up in Canada is a 
thiet, which offonco brings him within 
the power of tho Extradition Troaty, 
while our officers say that ho has only 
been guilty of a breach of trust— an 
offonco that does not render him liable 
to extradition, notwithstanding which 
ho has boon carried across tho channel 
and' must stand his trial as a thief. 
Had tho offence been ot a political 
nature, involving tho sacrifice of 
human life, will any ono protend to 
Say that tho man could havo been 
legally surrendered '( Yot in tho coun- 
try in which tho eriiiio Wits committed 
tho offender would bo triod for a capi- 
tal offence Tho manifest injustice of 
tlio Treaty is becoming moro and more 
apparent, and tho English press aro 
clamoring for its repeal. Thoy say 
that tho "Courts aro open ; lot thorn 
implead ono another." Lot ovory en- 
couragement bo givon for tho prosecu- 
tion of iugitivo foreigners by their 
own countrymen or by their Govern', 
moots before British tribunals ; 
but lot the ancient right ol asylum bo 
restored and respected. Wo obsorvo 
that the French Government has 
threatened to repeal the Troaty. Per- 
haps the throat may bo anticipated 
by the action ol our own Government.

The Original Oil Man of Canada.—

disposition, happened to nnss through tho 
township of Enniskillen, and peeing the "gum 
beds," as they wero termed, shrewdly guess- 
od that there waa something to be found there. 
Ho accordingly bought 70 acres of the land 
in which is now the cenlro ol the oil districts, 
and after having the gum annalyzed 
Hamilton, lelt the oountrv. He went to the 
silver mines of Mexico and amassed a con 
siderablo fortune ; from theneo he struck 
over into the States, where, no doubt, he 
found adventure enough to satisfy even his 
spirits, and on the breaking out of tho late 
war he took up arms on the side of the South, 
and fought the Yankets tor (uur years. In 
the meantime nothing was heard of him, and 
on the discovery of oil in Enifkilleo, his 
estate was administered and reverted back 
to the crown. About three weeks ago, 
however, tbo rover stepped into a largo oil 
establishment, announced himself a-» the 
original old Pratt, and politely requested the 
soi disant proprietors to "clear out." Ultor- 
ly confounded thoso gentlemen handed over 
810,000 to quiet the title, and Mr Pratt set 
off lor Ottawa, where be asked the Commis- 
sioner of crown lands by what authority hia 
lands were taken from him and given to 
others, The answer was so far salisluctory 
that he set of! in high glee, and when the 
writer mot him on the ears, was on his way 
to Oil Springs to give a number of wealthy 
trespassers, us be considers (hem, ''particu- 
lar scissors." He expects to realize some 
$200,000 in gold from the truuenction. — Hali 
fax Recorder. 

The Fbnianb. — A "R pentant und now 
ex-Fenian" declares in a letter to the Dublin 
Daily Express, that there are depots ol com- 
bustible Bro in Liverpool and in niher parts 
of England besides tho one lately found in 
this town by the police. "The combustible," 
be writes, "found in a bottles in Salisbury 
s'reet, Liverpool, and culled 'liquid fire,' 
(and winch ignites almost immediately on 
coming into contact with tho open air), was 
deigned, in the event of a rebellion, lo be 
thrown amongst her Majesty's troops, 'espec- 
ially the cavolry, lor the double purposo of 
(lightening the horses and injuring both men

The liquid firo 
is, as 1 was Informed, some phosphoric com- 
pound ; und I believe lhat the devil himsolf 
could scaicely havo invented anything more 
terrible. There are, as I havo beard, and I 
havo no doubt truly, several depots in Liver- 
pool at ibis moment of a like nature to lhat 
iii*covorcd in Salisbury street, as well as in 
other parts of England ; and if tho police aro 
but active and on the alert they cannot fail 
lo make tbem out.

A newspaper would 
have few readers wero iis dishes ol nows lo 
consist solely ol pious pastry nnd flimsy 
pulls, While the tone ol a newspaper is 
moral, the public cannot complain. The 
rausio of mi organ may bo ol tho purest char- 
acter, though the organ itself, und the organ* 
grinder likewise, may sometimes show symp- 
toms of the mud and Qllh that aro picked up 
by or scattered upon them throughout the 
rumblings of Iho day. To the pure all things 
aro pure, and to lind fault with a newspaper 
for every " nice offence" is lo display the 
hypocrisy of a piude, or the Hillinesa of an 
ignoramus —London Examiner.

Death of a Noted Horse Jockey. 

Ileury Grimshaw.lha jockey who rode the 
celebrated French hureh Gladiateur in his 
great races, wus killed a few days a,e,o by tho 
overturning or hia dog-cart, while taking a 
rapid drive in the might to connect with a 
railway train, and was buriod, tho London 
News Bays, on tho Ceaurewioh day, at Cnvor- 
bam churchyard, just under Middlc'iuni Moor. 
Bob JohnBon, Ben Smith', "old John Osborne" 
Georgo Abdule, and other northern trainers 
and jookeys, rest thero ; and the spot ia moro 
especially marked by the fuel that, owing to 
the peculiar nature of tho ground, you may 
bo in (he churchyard and not see the church 
or oven hear iho boll. Tho News gives this 
interesting ucoount : 

As a boy ho was, wo boliovo, cngagod iu 
a cotton manufactory at Manchester, where 
many H ood jockeys havo been "raised;" but 
bo preferred horses to '•Bolf-noti ug mulea," 
and alter learning hia profession na stablo 
lad, and then light-weight >o liis future 
father-in-law, John Osborne, ho made his 
name (lo adopt poor John Sayer's expression) 
rattle through all London and tho Continent 
aa well, when ho btoame tbo steersman of 
Gladiateur. For some lime his shortaighed- 
ues's had been a considerable drawback to 
him ; and in iho Derby ho would never havo 
aecn Christmas Carol stealing away on the 
low side, if u friendly jockey, who " Rtood 
the Frenchman," had not roared to him to 
send his horse out, which he did instantly 
with an emphasis of airido such as the Grand 
Stand thousands will never lorget. 

Ho took moro heed in tho Leger (which he 
rodo to the dismay of somo of bis bookers, 
with a largo rng on one linger,) und "smooth- 
ed" them all, when be wus luirly in tbo 
atraighl running. He was a clever, honest 
jockey, and ublu to rido 7 si. 7 lb, lo the 
last. At one time he used to back his 
.brothor against Fordham lor tbo largest 
number ol winning mounts; and it was as 
much as his friends could do to persuade 
him not to invade tho Jockey Club synod 
when Jemmy waa carpeted for the Prodigal 
business, as "poor Jemmy wori'l bo able to 
say a word for bimsell to those swells." His 
praolice was not a very large one, as many 
owners felt dubious respecting his sight ; and 
his third, on Buokstoue for ihe Derby, was a 
singularly unpleasant mount, us the saddio 
slipped right back, and be "finished on his 
tail." Since his marriogo he bad lived close 
to Kenuet, about lour miles out of New- 
market ; and he leaves a wife within a very 
few months ol her oonfioemeot. Edwards, 
who rode for Ihu French stable, and won the 
Oaks lor them on Fdle de I' Air between 
their first and second engagement of Grim- 
shaw, has Count Logrange's jacket iu his 
keeping oneo moro. 

The Doa Doctor's Seorei. — Good food 
daiuliea and want of exercise uro I lie destruc- 
tion of pallor dogs. Thoy become fat with 
increasing age, and contract various diseases. 
At last l he day comos when a dose of prussio 
aciil must finish the business, or tbut medical 
practitioners must bo culled in who will by 
a severe regimen restore the dog's health and 
appetiie. An ex kennel man iu our neigh- 
borhood made a very comfortable income by 
this peculiar lino of praolice. lie divulged 
tho secret of his system a few days sinco to 
the estimable clergyman of the parish. I 
always tied 'em," said Ibis canine Abernothy, 
" to u crab-tree at the end of my garden for 
a week, and gave 'em nothing but wator. 
When I felehed 'cm horn their mistresses 
they refused io eat what I should havo been 
glad to get, and when they went back ihoy 
would eat what I couldn't have touched.

Tlio 6rst Ball givon in this city by His 
Excellency the Governor and Mrs Seymour, 
took place ou Tuesday evening, and was a 
happy inauguration of tlio Union of iho Col- 
onies, tho invitations being generally e.vtoud. 
cd, to residents on both sides of the Gulf of 
Georgia.. Shortly after 8 o'clock oil the 
carriages and omnibuses of the city wore in 
motion wending their way to Government 
House, and the rattling of wheels continued 
without intermission until 10 o'clock, by 
which time the ball-room was densoly and 
somewhat anoonveniently crowded. Among 
the numerous guests present were Sir 
James Douglas, K. C I!., and Lady Douglas. 
Chief Justice Joseph Need ham and Family, 
His Honor Judge Begbie, Hon. Colonial 
Secretary Birch, Hon. Col. Seo'y. Young, 
Mayor McDonald, Miss Reid and Mrs 
Moriarly, Attorney General Wood and family, 
Attorney General Creaso, Trcasuror Watson 
and Mrs Watson, Treasurer Franks, Surveyor 
General Trutch and Mrs Trutch, Surveyor 
General Poarso and Mrs Pearse, Private 
Secretaries Stapleton and Maunsoll, Auditor 
Ker, Auditor Wakeford and Mrs Wakeford, 
Registrar General Bushby and Mrs Bushby, 
Registrar General Alston, Chief Commis- 
sioner Brew, Stipendiary Magistrates Pom- 
berlon, Hall, Snundere, Mrs Saundars and 
Miss Meresby, Gold Commissioner O'Reilly 
and Mrs U lieilly, and almost tho ODtiro 
offioial atafl of both Colonies; ofiioers of the 
Fleet and the English and American gurrisons 
at San Juan Island, Members of the Legis- 
lature, most of the prominent residents of 
both Colonies, and visitors from the neighbor- 
ing Territory, numbering in all over four 
hundred persons, 

Dancing commenced about half-past 8 
o'clock, to excellent music provided by 
Messrs Hayoes, Palmer, Sandrie, Wilson, 
Rushell, and an amateur drummer, anil, 
despite tho inconveniences resulting from 
insufficiency of room, all appeared to enter 
thoroughly and spiritedly into the enjoyment 
of the hour; About midnight, the supper- 
room was thrown open and displayed an 
array of edibles of every variety in rich pro- 
fusion, und arranged with consummate tuste. 
The confectionery, jellies and other delicacies 
were from tho well known establishment of 
Mr Piper, of Government street. Fur an 
hour and a half there was an incessant drain 
upon the store of refreshments, which, like 
the widow's cruisn, however, proved inex 
haustible, and everybody was loud in his 
praises of the manner in which this depart- 
ment was conducted. After supper, dancing 
was resumed (several impromptu dances hav- 
ing taken place during the interval, nn 
amateur lady and gentleman kindly presid- 
ing nt the piano), and did not terminate until 
about 5 a. m., vrlien the last of the company 
took their leave. 

His Excellency and Mrs Seymour received 
their guests utTably, und evinced the strong- 
est desire to minister to the comfort and en- 
joyment of all. Mrs .Seymour was elegantly 
attired in a white snliu dress, with a flowing 
train. Sho wore diamond bracelets and a 
magnificent necklace composed of lockets of 
various precious stones ; her hair was plainly 
but chastely ornamented with ponils and 
diamonds. His Excellency woro the diplo 
malic uniform of his rank. The entertain- 
ment was anqQastionably the largest and 
grandest of the kind that has yet takoo place 
in llieso Colonies, and, looking beyond the 
ephemeral social recication of a lew hours, 
we congratulate the distinguished hosts upon 
having effected much real good by cement- 
ing the bond of Union between the people 
of the hitherto separate Colonies, in a man 
nur so agreeable to the tastes of all. 

Consecration or St. Paul's Church, 
Esquimau. 

The conseerat inn of the Now Episcopal 
Church of St. Paul's, at Esquimalt, was con- 
dueled yesterday afternoon at " p. in,, in the 
form sot opart for such ceremonies. Tho 
Bishop of Columbia, assisted by the Very 
Revd. Dean Oridge, the Venerable Arch- 
deacon Gilson. lie vs. A. C. Garrett, ( Rec- 
tor,) Gnbboil, and Raynard, took- part in the 
services. The Bishop having been conduct- 
ed from the entrance by the Clergymen, 
Church Wardens, nn 1 others, to tho 
"vestry, the Registrar, (E. G. Alston, 
Esq.,) read the petition from tho inhabitants 
lor the consecration of tho Church. The ser- 
vices then commencing with tho 24th 
Psalm, were listened to with interest 
by the congregation, among whom wero 
many from this city, including tho Chief 
Justice and family, Mrs Hills, J G. Shepherd 
Esq., and family ; several olficers from the 
fleet, and many of tho inhabitants oi 
Esquimalt. Excellent and appropriate 
musio in connection with tho con- 
secration was rendered by members of the 
Cathedral Choir, under the direction of Mr 
Whittaker the organist, the proficiency of 
which is also due to the efforts of the new 
director the Rev. .Mr Raynard, who lately 
arrived from England. 

IIh Lordship preached from the 7th 
chapter of St. Luke's Gospel : "For he 
lovelh our nation, and hath built us a syna- 
gogue."
